dependency has been omitted and the text of the amended claim does not make sense). Secondly, applicants have failed to provide an 
adequate response to the rejection pertaining to how "65% by weight" relates to "a variant thereof. Though claim 15 has been 
cancelled, this language now appears within new claim 21. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona 
fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE
